For approximately ten years there has been in 
existence in Fuerto Rico a political group known as 
X the Nationalist Party which aims to secure the separ^ 

A of the Island from the United States in order that 
'* ^ become a republic# During approximately the last^Veven 
\ years the leader of that Party has been one Pedro ~Al bizu 
^> Campos, who is virtually dictator of all its policieT^and 
activities • 


In recent years Albizu and other members of his Party 
have caused to be published in the local press numerous 
articles insulting the United States and its institutions, 
and endeavoring to incite Puerto Ricans against the United 
States# 


Since 1928 the Party has conducted throughout the 
Island a campaign of public speeches in favor of independence 
■which constantly h a r p on the fact that the purpose of the 
United States is to exploit Puerto Rico and its citizens# In 
1932 or 1933 these speeches were supplemented by articles in 
the weekly newspaper known as t? La NaciAn", which was publidied 
for some time. 


In the election of 1932 this Party obtained approximately 
5,000 or 6,000 votes of a total of approximately 400,000# 

The speeches and activities of this 5 Party have gradually become 
more flagrant, bolder, and more opejjg^ ^ 

Various physical acts of di sor^fe“r have b 
them, although no satisfactory proof thereof hdsfbeen 
by the' insular authorities charged with the enforceiSftr 
laws of Puerto Rico in that respect# In 1935 a number of 
federal and insular office buildings and private buildings 
were bombed in San Juan and other places# Under the 
circumstances of these bombings, I have reason to believe 
that most of them were instigated by the Nationalist Party

In October, 1955, ATfcizu Csjapos broadcast by radio 
a speech insulting students of the universiy of Puerto 
Pd co* Students thereupon arranged a meeting at the 
University to make a protest. Local police claimed they 
had discovered a conspiracy of members of the -tarty to 
break up the proposed meeting by gun-play. As a result 
of the attempt of the police to stop various members of 
the Nationalist Party from going to this meeting, an armed 
struggle ensued between the police and the persons they were 
arresting, which resulted in the police killing several 
members of the Nationalist Party. At their funeral Albizu 
Campos and several of his henchmen delivered orations which 
come very close to inciting armed insurrection against the 
United States and its established government here. 

Following this event, the Party began to publish a 
weekly newspaper known as "La Pal&bra", in which the same 
campaign of invective and insurrection has been continued. 

The Party maintains in most of the towns here a sort 
of militia who wear black shirts to identify themselves and 
who occasionally gather for drilling. Recently the Party 
has set up posters requesting contributions for its so-called 
"Liberating Army" urging immediate enrollment therein. 

Albizu Campos Is undoubtedly planning to use the coming 
elections in November, 1936, as a focal point for his activi- 
ties. The situation has reached such a stage that both the 
Governor of Puerto Rico and the Head of the Bureau of 
Territories and Island Possessions in the Department of 
the Interior have consulted me about it. In addition, the 
present Grand Jury has inquired of me if any action can be 
taken by them in this matter* 

Without any detailed investigation thereof, it seems to 
me that some of the acts committed by Albizu Campos and his 
followers may very w r ell be violative of Title 18, U* S* C* A* , 
Sections, 4, 6, 7, 8, 344, and 345* 

I therefore believe it urgent that a Special Agent of the 
Bureau of Investigation be sent here at once to make an under- 
cover investigation of this situation before it becomes even 
more aggravated* If possible, the man who is sent should read 
and speak Spanish, and have the appearance of a Latin# I 
suggest that your agent interview me prior to beginning his 
investigation.

Charles Horton Terry, Commissioner of Hleotione and Acting secretary 
to Governor Blanton Tfiaship, stated that he has known Pedro Albizu Cantos since 
the latter was a boy; that he became acquainted with Campos, who was, than, merely 
known aa Pedro Campos, about twenty-five years ago, when he, Terry, was sohool 
Superintendent at Ponoa, Puerto Rico, where Campos, a youth of about 15 years of 
age, was e boot -black; that Campos, than, displayed a great deal of intelligence 
and appeared to be a lover of everything American and that he, ferry, therefore, 
became extremely into re:; tad in affording Campos an American education. 


Charles Horton Terry then related how ho interested other persons 
in tha welfare and education of Campos; how the latter was sent to the University 
of Vermont in the United states and how Campos was later admitted to Harvard from 
which he graduated with honors, being conferred the degree of 11. B. Mr. Terry 
related also how Canpoa, during the Uorld ',yar enlisted in the United States Amy, 
how he, due to his color, was assigned to u negro regiment of Infantry and how 
Campos duo to the discrimination, began to hate the omsricana whom he, since then, 
referred to us the ,r Yankee Invaders." 


Charles Horton Tarry went on to say that in 1921 Campos began to 
organize the Nationalist Party; that ho, supported and assisted by influential 
men throughout the Island of Puerto Rico, was able to recruit a large number 
of followers; that Compos was, than, and is now considered e sort of a semi 
God, a second Mahatma Ghandi who now makes his headquarters in a farmhouse in 
Aguas Buenas where ho is surrounded by a number of lieutenants and from which 
place he dictates the policies to be followed by his party in the imaginary 
"Republic of Puerto Rico”. 

Mr. Terry stated that the forces of the Nationalist Party seem 
to fluctuate; that at present the Party is not as numerically strong as it was 
in the past, in spite of assertions made by many to the contrary; that Campos 
who had, prior to Oetober, 1938, a large numbor of followers in the university 
of Puerto Rico cannot count upon the students for support, as students of the 
said faculty due to his, Campos* , temperamental nature and certain remarks made 
by him during a radio speech, though favoring the movement of the party, do not 
favor the man who is Its moving factor. 

Mr. Terry stated that, nevertheless, many high school end univer- 
sity students do support Pedro Alblzu campon; that the party is gradually organ- 
ising an army with specific instructions to become proficient in the use of aims, 
as, Campos maintains, the liberation of Puerto Rico may be only brought about by

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the use of force, an armed insurrection. hr. Terry stated ulso that some of the 
statements xae.de by rsdro /Jbizu Carapos sure very un-American, not only, but were 
uprising and that in his, hr. Tarry’s, opinion, hud Campos uttered the earns 
invectives in the United ntutoo proper, Campos would have been held for treason. 

Nr. ferry informed that it is alleged that the "army of compos has 
arms anti utKunitione; that it is further alleged that tho '’army" has an “aviation 
corps', the said "corps" consisting of two Puerto hi cons aviators, the Basso 
Brothers, who shelter their plane in the landing field of the Pan-American Airways 

in Ban ,Tuuu, Puerto Hioo. According to 2,ir. Terry, the local representative of the 
said Pan-American Airways had considerable troubles, with the Basso Brothers who 
openly profess their association with Campos and the Nationalist party and who 
openly boast that when the revolution bursts, they will kick the Americans off . 
the Island* 


Charles Horton Terry who mentioned the fact that the doctrines of 
the Party are promulgated by public apoechos and by its official organ "La palebra' 5 , 
in reply to quest! one no to whether he had at any time hoard ooraa of the revolutionary 
statements of Campos, stated that ha did listen to a portion of a radio speech made 
by him, but that ho, Terry, having found the speech to bo so provoking, turned the 
radio off. i'r. Terry could not give the tonor of the speech and much Iobs could 
he quote some of tho statements made by Campos* 

According to Terry, the existence of Compos, the un-American 
propaganda made by him and the fact that the nationalist party has enlisted an army 
of liberation are known to Governor iilondon 7/inship whooe policy hus, so fer, boon 
thet of ignoring the whole thing, Hr. Terry in alleging that the movenaxt of 
National Party ia Honething more serious than what it would really appear, stated 
that he is convinced that Pedro Albizu Compos, his former protegee, would like to 
6ee every Apwrioun in the Island of Puerto Bico killed, but that on tho other hand 
Campos, being a very smart man, does not believe that the time for an armed uprising 
has arrived. 


From records Charles Horton Terry gave the information that the 
various political parties during tho November, 1932 elections, cast the following 
votes: union republicans 110,794, /jocialists 97,430, Liberals 170,168, Nationalists 

5 , 257 . Nr, Terry informed that though it would appear from the figures given that ; 
the Liberals wore elected, such is not the fact, inasmuch as the union BepuhL icons ; ; 
and the Uooialists, through a coalition, voted for the sane candidates and the 
candidates of the aeid two parties were In reality elected, 

Mr. Terry stated that the poor showing of the notionalist ’arty at I 
the 1932 elections convinced Pedro /JLbizu Compos that the freedom of the i Blend from 
the "Yankee Invaders* 1 cannot be brought ubout through the use of tho polls, but by i 

armed force.

Tho fact wos reported in the "sun" of Baltimore, Maryland, 
January 17 , 1936 . The speol&l Correspondent of the "fjun" reported that a 
recruiting desk in a public passage between two of the principal streets of 

San Juan, Puerto Rico, had been erected by the Nationalists who called for 
volunteers to enlist In the "Army of Liberation", contributions to purchase 

arms and equip the army also were solicited. Die recruiting officers were 
two blaok-shirted "cadets of the republic", a largo banner with the one star 
of the Nationalist flag was over their heed*, posters urged that "every good 
oitizen be a patriot and join the Army of Liberation". 
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Tho circular heroin quoted and the clipping from the Baltimore 
Bun" herein referred to are contained in tlje file of the united States Attorney 
at sail Juun, Puerto Rico. 

The file of the united States Attorney contoinB also a clipping 
taken from "’Si Inparuiui", n daily nowepaper of sen Juan, Puerto Rico, which in its 
issue of Jtmuary 8, 1936, published in Spanish the following:

Tho file in the office of the United States Attorney contains 
another clipping from "El Inparcial" of January 14, 1936. The clipping reproduces 
a photograph taken of a poster printed in Spanish, which translated into English, 
reads as follows:

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' :-l Inparciai”, co.i ier.tint; upon tan photograph, explained; ‘The 
photograph reproduces the postal* the nationalists have placed in -asaje j'atienzo 
(T/.utienzo .Juicy) ox' fan Juan, where in addition they have placed a money box to 
receive funds for the purchase of nxsas for the amy of the Republic. As known the 
nationalist activities during these days are concentrated towards the most complete 
electoral abstinence.'' 

The sane newspaper, "isl Imporcial”, in its issue of January lb, 1936, 
carried a news item concerning the Installation on the part of the Ration aliat Party 
of public money boxes to collect funds for the Puerto Rican Independence. The item, 
explaining the recruiting station set up, gave amongst other the following information 

"In tho so-called ’Paeaje Mationzo* of this capital, there is situated 

a table covered Y?ith a Puerto Rican flag, and guarded by a nationalist. Cn the wall 
behind the table, there is another one-star flag and a black banner wi th the cross 
of Jerusalem in its center, the emblem of the Cadet b of the Republic . On the table 
there is a book for the use of the nationalists; in it they will sign their nemos 
end record their addresses. It will be also necessary to fill out a form register- 
ing the name of the Rationalist, his address, detuils of his person, and military 
condition, if any, on tho date of enlistment. A money box is also there publicly 
displayed, having attached to it a poster saying: *We need funds to buy aims. 

Help with whntovor you can. The country will appreciate it. Thank you.’” 

It appears that the recruiting of forces occurred throughout the 
Island of Puerto Rico during the intorim mentioned, from January ? to January ££, 

1936. In Rant urea, Porto Rico, a suburb of Ran Juan, the recruiting was continued 
until the 29th of January, 1936. The information is abstracted from a newspaper 
clipping bearing no date and foiling to show the name of the paper from which it 
was taken, containing tho following information translated from Spanish: 

"I desire to inform tho Nationalist of .‘janturoo that the recruiting will 
continue until January 29, 1936. There will be a permanent commission 
which will recruit all persons who join the Army of Liberation. There 
ill be another commission for the women. The interested parties will 
apply at Ponce De Leon Avenue, corner of Imperial Street, from 8 in the 
morning until 12 midnight evory day. 

according to the deoree of the Assembly of the Rationalist party all 
Rationalist, of 18 years of age and up, must enlis t. Re it understood 
that both sexes are included and that all must be recruited. The 
country goes through a moment in which it needs its children who are 
duty bound to help. '!Siere will bo no excuse for not enlisting. There 
will be a place for all. 

Rationalists , words have finished, let us act. Me do not want lyrical 
nationalists; we want nationalists ready to fight and to sacrifice 
themselves. 

Military organisation is indispensable, and we are awaiting your entrance 
into the Army of Liberation." - "AQelio Rios, secretary." 
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It may bo noted that the ’’Army of Liberation", efficiently or not, 
is beiat; organized. A company of it, consisting of approximately forty young men, 
was observed by Agent b at ”>an Juan, Puerto Rico, during the evening of February 4, 
1936. The company was observed while marching through one of the main atrasts of 
the city, in military formation, it being commanded by a Nationalist officer* The 
company was in uniform consisting of white trousers, black ahirta and black over- 
seas caps. The company wus not armed. 

It is said that sen Juan, Puorto Rico, has two companies of one 
hundred members each and that every city and town in the Island has either one or 
more of said military organizations, This information was furnished by a number of 
person* Interviewed.

In the absence of 3 . Francis Riggs, Chief of the Insular police, an 
interview was had with hi a secretary C. i?. 3esosa, who stated that subsequent to the 
shooting affair that oocurred at Rio Piedras, October 24, 1935, during which four 
Nationalists were killed, the headquarters of the Insular Police at sen Juan con- 
ducted a survey of the Nationalist Party; that such a survey was made by corre- 
spondence, that la to say, letters of inquiry were sent to the various police posts 
in the Island, requesting that information be furnished as to the extent of the 
activities of the said party in each locality. 





Besosa informed that the various replies were in the possession 
"of ^^^^^^^Wthe fingerprint export of the Insular Police in pan Jusn, who 
fr oj^W^WI^^HIles is to prepare a report for the attention of the Chief. The 
report has not been compiled to date. 

In referring Agents secretary Besosa stated that 

the activities of the Nationalist Party and the individual terroristic actions of 
its members , caused considerable concern, but that the Insular polios have been 
thus for unable to do anything about it, due principally to the fact that it has 
been extremely difficult to procure any evidence indicating that the party in 
general and its members In particular causal t ted any violation against the law. MrJ 
Besosa explained that while it is felt thut the various bombings of public and 1 
private buildings during the year of 1935 were perpetrated by members of the Nation! 
elist Party, no proof was obtained, and the perpetrators of the bombings, whose J 
identity was at no time ascertained, were not punished.

The latter of^m^m^^HMceporting on the matter, informed) 
that the "Preaidant of the Republic" is locate^Ln the "Palacio Veranero" (summer ( 
home) , a farm house owned by Juan Caballero, about one kilometer out of Agues ( 

Buenas; that there is also located a company of "Cadets of the Republic” numbering j 
about 150 nan who receive military instructions from Rafael Ortiz psoheo who had / 
himself received auoh instructions at the university of ihierto Rico, and from Juan 
Caballero, a discharged U. s. <omy soldier; that "President Albizu Campos” receives 
in his "palacio Veranero" the Puerto Rloun national leaders of the party and the 
Vice-Consuls or Consular Agents of neighbor republics such as Cuba, Santo Domingo 
and Venezuela; that the palace is guarded day and night to frustrate any attack 
on the "President”, and thot the husband of the telephone and telegraph operator 
at Agues Buenae, nemo not given, is in charge of the construction of a landing 
field for airplanes. 


The fact that Pedro Albizu Campos is guarded against any possible 
attack by his political enemies is corroborated in an item which appeared in ”La 
Palabra" Issued November 18, 1935. The items, translated from the Spanish, reads: 

’’The Regime attempts against the homo of f'r. Albizu Campos 

"Pour times attempts were made against the homo of the 
president of the Nationalist Party, pour times Nationalist 
guards voluntarily surrounding the home of our president, 
have avoided, fortunately, the perpetration of tho crime. 

"Three attempts against the home took place prior to the 
tragic event of Rio piedrae. The last, thereafter. In the 
lust attempt the assassin loft behind indubitable traces.

Dr. Willi ata F» Lippi tt, an American who has spent 33 years in 
Puerto Rico and who at present is connected with the Insular Health Department 
located on Uanicomio Viejo street in sen Juan advised Agents that he was familiar 
with the Nationalist movement and due to his duties in the Health Department which 
necessitates his traveling all over the Island, he has had an opportunity to ase 
how the movement has spread, 

— } 

According to Dr. Lippitt, Caspoe began to hate Americans when he j 
enlisted in the united states Army during the last war and was assigned to a j 

negro regiment. Campos was so enraged that he was transferred to Puerto Rico and oh 
hie arrival here he was examined by a medical board composed of Dr. Lippitt and 
several Puerto Risen physicians end it was decided by this board that Campos was s j 
mulatto and he was assigned to a regiment of negro and mulatto Puerto Ricans. Dr. " 
Lippitt also stated that during the war Campos and an American officer entered a 
cafe where some American Ladles were present and that an officer who was with these 
ladles introduced the white officer who accompanied Campos to the ladles but ig- 
nored Campos completely end that this incident further embittered Campos agsinst 
Americans. 


Agents were further advised by Dr. Lippitt that Campos lives at 
Agues Buenas, Puerto Rico, on a farm about a mile from the town where he is guarded 
day and night by an armed fores of young mem who are members of the so-called 
Nationalist Army. That he has declared himself Preeldent of the Republic of Puerto 
Rico and has his own cabinet and corresponds with tbs other civilized nations of 
the world through his Decretory of State. That Campos makes speeches over the 
radio and in public places advocating the overthrow of the United states Government 
who, he states, is merely exploiting the Puerto Rloans, That Campos relies on the 
youth of the island for his strength and has concentrated his efforts along this 
11X * mUmU** tb.

Dr. Lippitt further stated that on historioal Puerto Ricen dates 
Campos and his followers have parades which are followed by speeohes in which 
the rtjaericun Government is attaoked and the people urged to take up arms to drive 
the invading Yankees out* Dr* Lippitt stated that there has been only one revo- 
lution on the island and that occurred at Lares, Puerto Rico, in 1866 in which 
an attempt was made by the Puerto Ricans to overthrow the then Spanish Government. 
That on the anniversary of this occasion Campos and his followers held a large 
parade and in the address that followed he urged the audience to follow the 
example set at Lares* That Campos states that Puerto Rican Independence dates 
from that date and in all of his apeeoheB and artioles In the press he refers 
to the fact that the Republic is 69 years old. 

Dr. Lippitt advised that according to his information the finan- 
cial condition of the Nationalist Party is bad, that money is raised by public 
subscription and by placing boxes in public places on wiiioh would appear a sign 
almost demanding in its tone asking for a donation to the Nationalist Army. 

About throe years ago Campos issued a $200,000*00 bond issue in the name of the 
Republic of Puerto Rico on which appeared hie photograph, which bonds ware to be 
paid a certain number of years after the Nationalist Party took over the island. 
These bonds did not sell very well but a few were sold in Now York among the 
large Puerto Rican colony in that city and a few on the Island of Puerto Rico. 

The vast majority of the followers of the party are young man and 
the movement has spread throughout the island and in practically all of the towns 
there are local Nationalists parties and a company of so-called cadets of the 
Army of Liberation who wear black shirts and who drill with wooden rifles on 
vacant lots. nr. Lippitt stated it was his opinion that the party was growing 
but very slowly, as the young men who composed the backbone of the organization 
left it as they grew older but that due to the economic conditions in the island 
Campos has a fertile field in which to work and as a consequence the party is 
growing. 


Dr. Lippitt continued by saying that the Nationalist Party was 
not Communistic in its scope, as its main platform was the establishing of a 
Republic, but the party advocates the use of force in order to secure this end 
and it was becoming a serious matter and something should be done to curb its 
activities. According to Dr. Lippitt, the Insular Government had been pursuing 
a policy of ignoring the movement with the hope that this policy might bring it 
to an end. 


It was further stated by Dr. Lippitt that the Nationalist Party was 
pursuing the tactics used by the Irish poople during the Black and Tan Rebellion; 
that is the party did not hope to secure independence through the ballot but hoped 
to attain this end by sporadic outbursts in various sections of the leland that 
would so annoy the authorities that certain concessions would be made which would 
eventually lead to independence. Dr. Lippitt stated that It was his opinion that 
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the Liberal Party which haa as its plutfona the complete independence of Puerto 
Rico, would take aidee with Campos and the Nationalist Party if they thought 
he had any substantial political strength and could possibly win an election* 

It ie this fact that Dr. Lippitt believes ie the crux of the situation, that 
is that Campos realizes that he can nevor hope to become a powerful political 
factor and thereby use his position to secure Independence but that some will 
have to be brought about by direct and violent means if necessary. This is 
evident by the fact that the Nationalist Purty in a convention held at Caguaa, 
Puerto Rico, on January 7, 1936 adopted a resolution whereby all nationalists 
were instructed not to veto in the elect ions to be bnld during November of 1936 
j inasmuch as no matter what party won the election the Yankee invader would still 

govern the country and ita policies would only serve to make the local poll tied. 

! feat ions fight among themselves. 

Dr. Lippitt also pointed out that during the registrations which 
took place during January of this year, which the Nationalists boycotted, several 
persons were killed at the booths and that the Nationalists undoubtedly had a 
hand in this, and that according to his information the Nationalists will take 
advantago of the elections in November, 1936 to either start the revolution or 
to begin a series of bombings and other acts of terror. 

Mr. C. V- L. Lippitt, the brother of Dr. Lippitt, and a resident 
of Puerto Rico for over 20 years, stated that the Nationalist movement was begun 
about 1921 by Pedro Albizu Campos and although in the beginning tho party was not 
vary active, it has become so during tho past few years and its members have com- 
mitted several acts of violence such as bombing Federal buildings and buildings 
owned by .American corporations such as tho National City Hank, tho local, telephone 
company and two U. S. Post Offices. 

It is Mr. Lippitts opinion that the purty is slowly gaining ground 
and at the present people of mature years especially farmers are joining the move- 
ment due to the A. A. A. being declared unconstitutional and the Puerto Rican 
farmers thereby not receiving the money they were supposed to get under the pro- 
visions of that act. Uie young people of the Island, however, constitute the 
large majority of the Nationalist Party and are enrolled in tho Cadet Corps of 
the Axrsy of Liberation and these cadets wear black shirts and drill with wooden 
rifles. 

It was Mr. Lippitt* s opinion thut the movement was very serious 
and that the attackB mode by Campos on Americans and American institutions 
esme very close to inciting rebellion and that something should be done about 
it as the Insular Police did not appear to be able to cope with the situation.

and the Nationalist movement: 




That the Nationalist Aruy is largely composed of young boyB 
between the ages of 18 and 25 and that they wear white pants and black shirts 
and drill about twice a week on vaoant lots. The military drill is based on 
the German system which Is the type used in most of the South American Republics 
due to the fact that the WilitMj^Selma^^^i those countries have ex-German 
Army officers for instructors, H^mm^furthar advised that according to 
his information, the Nationalia^Ara^^^maed only with pistols which practically 
every Puerto pi can possesses and which can be purchased on the Iel&nd at a very 
low priae end without any difficulty. The A nay is also believed to have five 
Heohine Guns which are at present in the custody of a lawyer named Jose Toro 
at san German, Puerto Dice. 

Sometime ago, the Nationalist Army sent a man to Cuba to learn 
bomb making but ho apparently was not successful along this line as it became 
necessary later on to bring sons professional bomb makers from Cuba to make 
the bombs here.

hr. I!« Rodenbaugh the local manager of Pan-American Airways was 
interviewed with roforenoe to the Busbo brothers who use the hangar of this air- 
line to store their plane and he furnished the following Information:

That the brothers are named Horaoio and Harciaio Basso and that 
their planste Department of Commerce license number was H. 0. 332 but that Its 
license had been revoked and also their pilots* license but that, inasmuch aa 
there was no local inspector here from the Department of Commerce to enforce 
the revocation of their license, they are still flying the plane although they 
have used white paint to mark out the R. C. which due to its dark color can 
still be read through the thin covering of white paint. Mr. Rodenbaugh further 
advised that the plane was an old one and was not capable of making long flights 
as its fuel tanks were very small, when asked if it would be possible for the 
plans to fly to Cuba, Mr. Rodenbaugh stated that it could not make a direct 
flight to that Island but would have to stop in Santo Domingo for fuel; but, 
according to information in his possession, he did not think the plane had made 
any flights to Cuba but had made some to nauto Domingo. Mr. Rodenbaugh was then 
asked if the plane could possibly be used to smuggle arms from nearby Islands or 
Republics to Puerto Rico and he stated that due to its small size and limited 
fuel supply, such a thing was almost impossible and inasmuch as it was a land 
plane he did not think that th© Basso brothers would undertake anything but short 
flights over water. 

Mr. Rodenbaugh concluded the interview by stating that the Basso 
brothers were very staunch Rationalists and at the present time their plane was 
so loaded up with radio equipment that was used to make commercial announcements 
from the air that any addition to this load would prevent the plane from leaving 
the ground. 


Mr. Charles R. Hart sell, a native born American who has spent some 
30 yeoTB on the island and is the Attorney for all the prominent American interests 
on the island, advised Agents that he was glad to see some o no take an interest in 
the matter as the Nationalist Party was a serious thing and that unless something 
was done to put a stop to its campaign of abuse and threats against the American 
occupation that serious trouble would result. 

Mr. Hartsell stated that he had no personal or direct information 
to give but that he had heard that the Nationalist Party had placed men on all of 
the sugar plantations owned by Americans so that when the trouble broke, they would 
immediately kill off all Americans on the place. ilr« Hartsell also mentioned the 
fact that an urcay had been formed by the Nationalists and that drills are regularly 
.1 held In which the Bombers performed military evolutions under the command of an 

officer. 
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?ne shooting affray tit Hie kiadras and the 5 bombings of American 
buildings during the past year were cited by I'r. Hart soli as examples of the 
activities of this party and ho mentioned the fact tirnt ell of the bombings took 
place on .jneriem: holidays and after nee tinge hold by Gam o a or some of hi a leaders 
in which the theme used in the speeches wub the use of fores to throw the /aaericanE 
out of Puerto Kico. 


hr. Hurt sell stated that the movement at first very snail and of 
no consequence had so increased that today he would estimate the number of Nation- 
alists in Puerto Rico to be about 20,000 and that Campos is slowly gaining the 
support of the sore mature people of the Island due to the economic conditions. 

It was also mentioned by Hr. Hart sell that about 60£ of all 
Puerto Hioans possess urns, mostly pistols, and there is really no need for thee 
tc import any firearms. r fhat due to the local interpretation of the laws with 
reference to firearms, that it is practically impossible to convict on a charge 
of carrying concealed weapons as they cannot search a person on suspicion. 

Ur. Hartnell was of the opinion that the situation should be closely watched 
and that he did not feel the Insular police were capable of handling the 
situation as they were not very efficient. 

Ho stated that Campos was sincere in his program for Independence 
and that the movement would not disbond of its own accord and consequently some 
action should be taken against them, preferably by the Insular Government, as 
any prosecution, by the Department of justice would only serve to make martyrs of 
the leaders and the movement would be thereby kept alive and perhaps serve to 
increase tho membership of the party.

year there- have been six bombings in and around San Juan which, 
although unsolved by the police, are believed to be the work of 
the Nationalist Party, for the following reasons: The bombings

On July 4, 1935, a bomb exploded in the U. S. Post Of- 
fice in Son Juan and one in the Puerto P.ican ^Reconstruction 
Association. On January 1 , 1935, s bomb exploded in the National 
City 3snk. On August 21, 1935, a bomb was set off outside of 
the Insular Police Station at Barrios Obrero, a suburb of San 
Juan. The American owned telephone company of San Juan was con- 
siderably damaged by a bomb explosion on August 4, 1935, and on 
July 26, 1935 the U. S. Post Office at Puerta Tierra, s suburb 
of San Juan, was practically destroyed. Fortunately no person 
has been killed in these bombings but .toted con- 

siderable damage was done- to the buildings. 

As to the IdLlling of four Nationalists bv the Insular 
Police at P.io Piedras on October 24, 1935, furnished 

Agents with a copy cf the official report mace by the police at . 
that city. The report is attached tc this report but the salient^ 
facts are set 'ut belo~?.

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Manuel V. Domenich, a Puerto Rican, and Econoa*e»i MtJw 
of Governor Blanton Winship, upon being interviewed, informed that 
he Knows Pedro JL-bisu Campos and knows of his activities bavin- f^r 
object the independence of Puerto Rico. Mr. Donenich, after havinr 
corroborated the information contained in the bicgrauhy of Canoes 
prevj.ousxy reported, added that Campos is sincere in his asuimtions 
and in his teachings and because of this and of the fact that tb» 
Nationalist movement under the leadership cf Campos has gained in 

strength, he, Domenich, believes that the said movement must be .^eri- 
ously considered* 


Manuel V. Domenich stated that Caapos is workin.: for the 
ratasr than the present; that his anti-Asc- clean propaganda has bet 
is being made amongst hign school and university students who 
arc easily led; that Campos has actually found a fertile 1 field 
amongst the students and that the Nationalist Party v.nich in ICID 
had some five thousand votes, cast by persons twenty-one rears old 
and over, has at least ten thousand members, considering the fact 
that hign school and university students were not old .-~c ;V, to v 
at that time. 


Mr. Domenich corroborated the information alrear 
to the effect that Campos is now residing in a farm hou: 
Buenas where he is referred tc by his followers as "His 
t;ic * resident of Puerto Paco"; that he is surrounded the 
secretary of State and a Secretary of the Dressurv; thri 
the organisation known as "The Cadets or the Republic"' I 
guard day and night the person of the "president” and 
"the whole thing” may seem to be ridiculous, it 
so,.ie seriousness.

Mr. Domenich state, 
v/as paid to the request of Cue eta anh that ro f--- - 
theft of arms and au. iiui.lt lone cecuurou in the 
Guard at ^onee, Puerto Rico. 
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Manuel V. Domenich could give no information as to where 
the Nationalist Party obtains arms, nor could he suggest a lead as 
to how the information desired could be obtained. He stated that 
it is an easy natter to import arms and ammunitions from the 
United States into Puerto Rico and added that at least sixty per 
cent of the population in Puerto Rico has some sort of a firearm 
consisting, mostly, of cheap Spanish made revolvers and automatics. 

He explained that arms may be smuggled into the island from New 
York in packages containing, or alleged to contain, other mer- 
chandise, and informed, as other persons had previously done, that 
very recently a quantity of revolvers were seized by Custom 
Authorities when they found that a shipment of alleged dry goods, 
was in reality a shipment of firearms. Mr.Domenich informed also 
that he does not know the financial status of the Nationalist Party, 
but that he believes that the Party has no money to speak of; that 
Pedro Albizu Campos had Republic of Puerto Rico bonds, to mature 
five years after freedom, issued some two years ago; that he, Mr. 
Domenich, does not know how many of the bonds were sold; that many / 

persons, however, bought some just for curiosity, and that the Party \/ 
might have realized in that manner some cash. He added that he knows, ” 
however, that Albizu Campos is personally a very' poor man and that 
he will not live long as he is now suffering with tuberculosis. 

Manuel V. Domenicb informed that Pedro Albizu Campos, and \J 
his lieutenants use the radio and the Party’s official organ j"La 
Paiabra" in their propaganda against the United States; that Pedro 
Albizu Campos is said to have made over the radio several statements 
inciting Puerto Ricans to rebel, but he, l>lr. Domonich, heard none 
of the speeches and could not say just what statements Campos made 
on the subject of rebellion. Mr. Domenich corroborated previous in- 
formation received .and reported to the effect that the Nationalist 
Party did not participate in the registration for the 1936 elections, 
and that, on the other hand, urged its followers, men and women, to 
enlist in the -"Ar my of Liberation" said to be used in "ridding the 
Island of Puerto Rico of the Yankee domination and despotism". 

Harry F. Bescsa, former United States Attorney and now 
cracticinr law in San Juan, Puerto Rico, could give no information 


r the said Nationalist Party movement very 
n view of its negligible membership will 
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accomplish nothing; that he personally believes that if Campos 
is called upon by proper authorities and made to understand that 
the anti-American propaganda of his party may cause him serious 
troubles, he, Campos, would instruct his lieutenants' to desist in 
their anti- American activities. Mr. Besosa stated that he believes 
that Campos is not directly responsible for the acts of his 
lieutenants. 

Though, as stated, Mr. Besosa corroborated the general in- 
formation of the Nationalist Party movement, and the ultimate 
aspirations of the said party, he did not appear to be at all 
familiar with any of the acts which might be considered a violation 
of existing statutes committed by the Nationalists. He did state 
that he knows it to be a fact that Campos caused bonds of the 
Republic of Puerto Face to be issued to finance the activities of 
the party; that he personally had one of the bonds which he, however, 
could not locate and that the Nationalist Part}' has no funds whatever 
to cany on a campaign and much less funds with which to buy arms 
and ammunitions to use in the event of an armed insurrection. 

Harry F. b e sosa stated that he knows also that one of the most 
active members of the Nationalist Party is Jose Enamor ado Cuesta of 
Ponce, Puerto Rico; that he knows Cuesta personally and that Cuesta 
was at one time a first lieutenant in the United States Army. He 
stated that on one occasion, some three years ago, Cuesta who is very 
familiar with the English language, was called as a juror; tnat when 
the jury of which Cuesta was a member was called to be sworn, Cuesta 
refused to lift his hand and refused to take the oath, on the theory 
that he did not understand the English language; that the matter was 
explained to the Court and that the United States Uudge personally 
questioned Cuesta on the matter who, however, refused to answer in 
English; that Cuecta was and is so bitter against the United States 
Government and American institutions, that he does not even want to 
talk the American with which he is very conversant; that Cuesta was, 
on tnat occasion, given a jail sentence for contempt of court and 
tnat in order tnat it might not be said that the United states did 
anything for him, he did not allow the Marshal to pay for his trans- 
portation to jail where he personally paid for all meals .and other 
necessities, during the period of incarceration. Mr. Besosa gave 
the exam ole to illustrate how the Nationalists hate the American 
Go vr- rment and in s t itution s • 
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Harry F. Besosa corroborated the information to the 
effect that it is rumored that the Nationalist forty has placed 
a trusted man in all American firms in the island in order that 
the said trusted man may, whenever the devolution begins, do away 
with the Americans in the said firm. *r. Besosa gave little weight 
to the information that Nationalists are even members of the 
National Guard, of which he is judge advocate, or to tne informa- 
tion tnat nationalists have been stealing arms and ammunitions 
from National Guard armories throughout the island to be used when- 
ever* open rebellion is declared. He stated that to his knowledge, 
within the interim of the past four years, only four or five pistols 
were stolen ana that no rifles or other long barrel weapons are 
unaccounted for. 

Harry F. Besosa stated that, in hie opinion, Campos has no 
idea of starting a revolution; that, in fact, Campos would not 
personally advocate terroristic acts and that he feels certain that 
the placing of bombs in American public and private building in 
Puerto Rico, during the past year, if done by members of the 
Nationalist Party, was done without the sanction of its leader, 
Campos. 

Harry F. Besosa also mentioned the fact that Campos, in 
his opinion, is not quite balanced mentally at present; that Campos 
may consider himself a semi-God; that Compos may ever consider 
remaining head of the' party and the imaginary "president” of the 
republic, for what little money there may be in it, or for the 
prestige gained amongst members of his organisation, iir. Besosa 
reiterated that Campos will not start a revolution and that he is 
not the type of a man who would resort to terroristic acts for the 
purpose of gaining the independence of the island of buerto Rico. 
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/• f ‘ Wilt£ e, the Boy Scout Master at San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
stated that his organisation in the island is composed of approxismte- 
-7 boys, of whom 25 are Americans} that the average age of the 

said boy scouts is^from 12 to 25 years and that the organisation, in 
addition ^ has some ^00 adults who assist as instructors in the 
Americanization work. I. F. Wiitse stated that the boy scouts have 
on certain specified days meetings in various localities} that on 
many occasions these meetings are disturbed by members of the 
Rationalist Party, and especially the "Cadets of the Republic", or 
o.-iose young men, as Mr. 'iditse stated, who wear black shirts and , 

white trousers. He informed that in their attempt to disrupt the 
^—ngs Uj. urn bo’y s coup a , tno nationalists resorted to throwing 
s h-ne* at the boy scouts, snouting "Down with the American flag", and 
"Long i-ive tne Revolution", or such other invections. 
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I. F. Fi'iltse stated that the Nationalist Party is not 
only composed of young men termed as high school and university 
students, but has in its ranks mature and well educated men, 
professors in the University of Puerto Rico and dcctprs in the 
School of Tropical Hedicine. 

Ke stated that he saw the "Cadets of the Republic", approxi- 
mately 300 in number, parading in the streets of San Juan and Rio 
Piedras; that they were in regular military formation; that they 
had a banner and that the organisation mas considered by him, Wiltse, 
a military outfit, V-'iltse stated that the cadets had no guns, nor 
wooden sticks at the time they were observed by him. 

I. F. V.iltse informed that Attorney Francisco Soto Gras, 
with offices at 414 Ochoa Building, San Juan, baa information to 
the effect that the Nationalist Party in Puerto Rico had acquired 
a number of machine guns to be utilized by the party in their 
revolution. Attorney Francisco Soto Gras when interviewed on the 
matter stated that he had no information whatever concerning the 
said machine guns, or any other weapons which the nationalists might 
have had in their possession, but stated that the Nationalist Party 
movement is to be considered seriously inasmuch as the Nationalists 
do actually contemplate giving serious trouble to the American 
Government in general and continental Americans residing in Puerto 
Rico in particular. 

An interview was had by Special Agent D. DiLillo with Francisco 
Parra ll'cro, an Attorney-at-Law and Captain of Infantry of the local 


onpany of National uuard at Ponce, Puerto nico. 


He stated that he 
had some information concerning the Nationalist Party movement in 
Ponce, much of which information was, however, hearsay. Mr. Toro 
after ravins 1 given a short life history of Pedro Albisu Campos, to 
him personally known, stated that Campos is a pervert, a fanatic mid 
a grafter. He explained that by "pervert" he, Hr. Toro, meant to 
say that C&apos, being an illegitimate son, being a negro, having 
been avoided, neglected by the whites, became so bittered that he began 
hating the whites in general and the Americans in particular and, 
knowing no other means by which he could get vengeance, organized the 
Nationalist Party. Mr. Toro stated also that Campos, being a good 
talker, was. successful in surrounding himself with people who, more 
or less, had some sort of rancor against the American government, and 
mo gradually infiltrated anti-American propaganda in high schools 
and the diversity of Puerto Rice where the party recruited an 
infinity of followers.

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Attorney Toro stated that the slow, yet increasing succes s 
attained by Campos in the organization cf the party, gave hist the 
impression of being a great organizer, cade of him a despot in hit 
own party, made of him a fanatic and incidently a grafter inasmuch 
as Campos, at present, lives upon contributions, money gathered 
by his followers, administering the imaginary Republic of Puerto 
*vj.co from a farm house in Aguas Buena s where he has been installed 
as President of the island. 


n Attorney Tcro stated that the laei.ibershio of the nationalist 

I arty is increasing? that the party is becoming a menace and 
though seemingly ridiculous, tae party will cause considerable 
troubles in the future , not only to the American Government but to 
Puerto Ricans who nay not be in sympathy with the doctrines and 
teachings of the Rationalists. 

/ For the purpose of impressing upon the Agent- the fact that 

I the ■t'arty is actually growing, Attorney Tcro informed that during 
/ the period of enlistment of cadets to the army cf revolution, o^an 
by the Nationalist Party in January of 1956, four hundred >nc seven 
two young men between the ages of 13 end 25 were recruited in Ponce 
a city of approximately eighty thousand inhabitants. He informed 
that two companies of the said cadets, each numbering between '3 an 
40 young men may be seen three nights each week while drilling" in 
the plaza in the vicinity of the court house and the National Guard 
armory? that it was brought to his, Hr.

Attorney Francisco Parra Toro exhibited and turned over the 
issue of "El Intransigente" of December 13, 1935* The said issue, 
Mr. Toro stated, was kept by him as he contemplated turning the same 
over to Charles Horton Terry, the Secretary to Governor ’Ainu ship, in 
order that Mr. Terry might be familiar with its contents, that is to 
say the anti-American propaganda conducted by the Nationalists 
throughout the island of Puerto Rico. 

The issue of the weekly in question, it being bo. 347, 7th 
year, has it that "El Intransigente", directed and administered by 
Edward G # Ramu, is an independent periodical, defender of the pec ole 
of Puerto Rico, and was entered as second class matter, January 21, 


1930, at the post office at Ponce, Puerto Rico, under the act of 
March 3, 1979. The weekly paper consisting of only tv/o sheets, con- 
tain the pencil notation, in the Spanish language , "It is well, Mr. 
Terry, that you read this and do something about it, as it is not a 
joke". The notation was made by Mr. Tcro who, as stated, contemplat 
referring the issue to Charles Horton Terry . 


"El Intransigente" is printed in Spanish. Its first artic] 
entitled "The National Oath in Gagnes" contains therein certain 
allegations which are said by Mr. Toro to be seditious. It may be 
explained that Caguas is a small town in Puerto Rico in which the 
Nationalists had a convention in December, 1935, when the party 
decided to abstain from taking part in the elections of 1936 and 
mobilize nationalists, young men in the organisation of the "Cadet! 
of the Republic". The article in question contains amongst otners 
the following:

On arriving at San Juan, P» R* , on March 11, 1936, it vaa 
ascertained through an interview had with United States Attorney 
A* Cecil Snyder that on March 5, 1936, a complaint was filed against 
seven persona charging violation of Sections. 6, 7 and AS of Title 18, 

0* S. C* t that i» to eay, Conspiracy to overthrow the Government of 
the United States, and to recruit soldiers in arsed Hostility against 
the United States Govemaent. A warrant for the arrest of the persons 
named in the ooaqAalnt was leaned on March 5, 1936, by United States 
Coaaiasioner Ramon C« Julia of San Juan, P*R. 

It was ^arned that five of the persons charged, that is to 
eev. PV.TffifN4LB T H r^CAM^OS of AgUas Buenas, P«R* , President of the 
Partyj JUAN JUARBE JUAfiBE of the sane locality. Personal Secretary 
to the President! LOIS F. VELASQUEZ of Santurce, P*R. , Treasurer 
of the Nationalist Party! GU98XTE SOTO VELEZ of Cagnaa, Publisher 
of *$&*. Amae* and ERASMO VELASQUEZ also of Cagtms, P,R*, and an 
associate of Veles, surrendered to the Ulidtfed'lStetMs dbnrCbal at 8an 
Juan soon after being infomed that charges had been filed against 
than. JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER of San Juan, Publisher of "La Polabra", 
was arrested on March 6, 1936, while the other defendant, PABLO ROSADO 
ORTIZ, a Nationalist Recruiting Officer of San Juan, P*R*, surrendered 
on March 12, 1936. All the defendants furnished lean diately after 
surrender or arrest bonds in the amount of $10,000*00 each for preli~ 
ainary hearing scheduled to be bad before the United States Coawlesioner 
at San Juan os March 19, 1936* It is unknown at thie writing whether 
hearing will be actually had on the date given, or will be postponed* 
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It mt also learned through an interview had with Hr* Snyder 
that searches were aade on March 5, 1936, of various localities known 
to he headquarters mi Councils Of the aatiopOlpt Party, or residences

Mr. Snyder informed that though Chief of Police Colonel Riggs had 
been killed by ambers of the Rationalist Party, he contemplated taking 
no action within the Federal jurisdiction in this natter, but was com- 
pelled to do so by Governor Blasdon Wind ship who insisted that some 
thing be done in the premises. 


For the information of the Bureau it is well to state that ac- 
cording to information received and personal observations wade, the kill- 
ing of Colonel Riggs has been entirely forgotten. What has not been 
forgotten is the killing of the two confessed Rationalists who coawited 
the warder, by the Insular Police at Police Headquarters, after being 
arrested* The action of the Polio# has created a very tense situation 
in Puerto Rico, where all Americans now are going armed or are accompanied 
by body guards in the attempt of avoiding being wade victims of reprisals . 


Two hundred police officers have been added to the force, a squad 
of Rational Guardsmen is being constantly kept on duty at the armories to 
protect the arms stored therein, a short-wave radio set has been installed 
in every armory so aa to assure communications in the event telephone and 
telegraph lines arm placed out of commission by the Nationalists, a general 
strike has been called in all schools throughout the island for the 18 th 
instant to protest against the arrest of CAMPOS and his associates and, 
in brief, the situation here is regarded to be very serious for Americans* 


United States Attorney Snyder now realises that no Special Agent 
of the Bureau will be able to conduct an undercover investigation of this 
matter, unless the Special Agent or Agents are native Porto Ricans* He 
has requested, however, that a full investigation be conducted In the matter 
Involving violation of the sections of title 18 heroin mentioned, which

of the complexity of the case, its importance, the persona involved 
and other elements, he has written to Assistant Attorney General Mc- 
Mahon At 1 Aahinfton, D, C., requesting that two Special Aaoietants to 
the Attoraay Gemersl be cent to San Juan, to telco charge of the case, 
including the drawing of the indictment* 

In addition to the investigation now being conducted by the 
Bureau Agents, Governor Winship is conducting a separate inquiry of 
this matter, and, in fact, he has taken steps towards securing the 
services of Porto Rican detectives in New York and in Detroit, Mich,, 
to be used in an undercover capacity. The Governor haB Btated that 
all information secured through the investigation instituted by him 
will be turned over to Federal Authoritiee, if pertinent. The Govern- 
or* s investigation, it seems, is being made on the possibility that 
CAMPOS might be charged in the Insular Courts with instigating the 
murder of Riggs, 

The Bureau will be advised of any developments which might 
occur either by radiogram or letter. Every effort will be made to- 
wards completing the investigation as rapidly as possible.

Dear Ferdie: 

The more I think about the Ij&rry Smith appointment 
the more disgusted I get* Bare you heard any reason 
advanced for it? It certainly is odd that a man out 
with the entire Boston group, fired by Wollaoh and as 
far as 1 know* absolutely devoid of any scientific 
reputation, should be given the place . There is some- 
thing wrong somewhere, probably with our point of view. 

The situation is settled in Boston, Porker and Hyo 
are to run the laboratory together and either Kenneth or 
HaeMahon to be assistant; the chi of to stay on. As far 
as I can see, the chances of ny getting a job in the next 
ten years are absolutely nil* One is oertainly not 
onoOuraged to attempt scientific advances whan it is a 
handicap rather than an aid to advancement* X can get 
a dam fine job here and en tempted to take it. It would 
be Ideal except for the Porto Ricans - they ore beyond 
doubt the dirtiest, laziest, most degenerate and thievish 
race of men over inhabiting this sphere. It raakos you 
sick to inhabit the same island with them. They arc oven 
lower than Italians. What the Island needc is not public 
health work but a tidal rave or something to totally 
exterminate the population. It night then be livable. 

I have done my best to further tho process of extermination 
by killing off 8 and transplanting cancer into several 
more. The latter has not resulted in any fatalities 
so far. The Better of consideration for the patients 1 
welfare plays no role here - in fact all physicians take 
delight in the abuse and torture of the unfortunate subjects. 

Do let me know if you hear any more news.

Brien McMahon telephoned me and said he is in receipt of a 
communication from the Bureau reflecting the results of the investigation 
in New York City; that is, that the investigation in New York City has 
been ordered held in abeyance pending further advice from the Bureau. 


Mr. McMahon seemed somewhat concerned over the discontinuing 
of this investigation in New York City, and said that if possible, he 
would like to have it continued to see what we can make up there. He 
pointed out that they are afraid of an acquittal in Puerto Rico, and 
as an ace in the hole, they want to hold the New York City case in 
the background, so that if the defendants are as a matter of fact ac- 
quitted, they can be taken out of Puerto Rico and tried in New York on 
the conspiracy charge. 


I told Mr. McMahon that you were personally handling this 
case, but that I would advise you of his further request in the pre- 
mises.

Liberation* that the party, then, was some sort of a ’’spiritual cause 1 * , 
a cause of training "souls to independence and preparing people to 
it". He stated that the progress of the party, at that time, was that 
of the independence of Puerto Rico, presented by means of e consti- 
tutional convention, and that no acts of terror, or "anything like 
that" wae either urged or practiced. 

Aguedo Ramos Medina stated that he has no knowledge 
whatsoever of the activities of the Nationalist Party at present, 
with the exception of what he reads in the local prase; that he can 
supply no information as to anyone who might be able to give any 
evidence in the matter; that he does not agree with ALB1ZU CAPPC& 
and that were he able to be of any assistance, he would not hesitate 
in rendering it.

Rafael Arajuo, a Rational Quartisnan at Fajardo, stated

Information is also given in this report that Campos has 
fivefhompson machine guns and that he loaned ms of thesi to Ernesto 
Nasario who is under the impression that he is going to be assassinated.

As you know, the first trial of the above entitled case 
was held beginning on July 14 and ending on July 19 and 
resulted in a mistrial because the jury was unable to agree 
on a verdict. The second trial began on July 27 and ended on 
July 31 at 12; 30 a. in. I am advised that five minutes after 
the jury retired in the second case, the verdict of the jury 
was eleven to one for conviction of all the defendants on all 
three counts. However, approximately eight hours of deliberation 
were necessary before the jury actually rendered its verdict. 

The jury returned a verdiot of guilty on all three counts 
against each pf the following defendants: Pedro Albizu^Campos,

He 
indicated he would he willing to undertake that task, if 
that was the wish of the Department,. I should appreciate 
early instructions on the matter of handling these appeals, 
as I am planning to ask for a short leave of absence within 
a few weeks and would like to arrange my personal plans 
accordingly. 

The situation here is still somewhat tense, but I am 
satisfied that the result of this case will have a tremendously 
salutary effect. The local authorities have the situation well 
in hand and I an happy to advise you that they have been 
extraordinarily cooperative in connection with this case.
